FEDERAL SUIT ASKS

Road Controlled by South- 
ern Pacific Owes RFC 
$18,236,955—Judge Da- 
vis Sets Hearing Date. 


A voluntary petition in bank- 
ruptcy, under the amended bank- 
ruptcy act, admitting inability to 
meet $24,958,992 in matured and 
maturing obligations, was filed in 
Federal Court today by the St. 
Louis Southwestern (Cotton Belt) 
Railway. 

The road, which is controlled by 
the Southern Pacific Co., asked the 
court to take jurisdiction over its 
property and affairs and make 
orders necessary for administration 
of the business incidental to finan- 
cial reorganization. It declared its 
desire to effect a plan of reorgani- 
gation under the amended act of 
1934, by which many railroads have 
proposed to reshape their finances. 

The Cotton Belt said in the peti- 
tion, which was. signed by F. W. 
Green, vice-president, that it had 
no means of borrowing or otherwise 
obtaining funds to meet its obliga- 
tions. It was reported in New York 
financial circles early this month, 
when the road announced that it 
would default certain interest pay- 
ments, that the Southern Pacific 
was no longer willing to give aid to 
the Cotton Belt. 

Directors’ Meeting. 

Directors of thé Cotton Belt au- 
thorized filing of the petition at a 
meeting today, it was set forth. The 
case was assigned to Judge Davis. 

Past due obligations, on which the 
road said it could meet neither in- 
terest nor principal, were listed in 
the application as follows:

LONDON, Dec. 12.—Reports that 
King George intervened personally 
with the Government 
through the Anglo-French proposals 
for peace between Italy and Ethi- 
opia circulated today in diplomatic 
circles. 

The King was understood to have 
been gravely concerned lest the 
crisis develop into a European con- 
flict unless liquidated quickly. The 


reports were not confirmed offi-

NUMBER OF HOGS MARKETED 
IS LOWEST IN 28 YEARS 


23,000,000 Slaughtered so Far in 
1935; Total Expected to Reach 
26,000,000. 

By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 12.—Fewer pigs 
have come to market in 1935 than 
in any other year since tabulations 
were started 28 years ago. 

‘Slightly more than 23,000,000 hogs 
have been slaughtered this year, 
Government statistics show. It is 
estimated that the total will reach 
26,000,000 by Jan. 1. 

A total hog slaughter under Fed- 
era] inspection of 26,000,000 head in 
1935 will be almost 50 per cent below 
the kill last year. In 1923, a record- 
breaking year, the figure was dou- 
ble that for 1935. 

The only other year in which 
Government tabulators counted 
fewer than 30,000,000 hogs was 1910, 
when the total was 26,103,783. Rec- 
ords are not kept on the number of 
hogs killed on farms or in plants 
not under inspection.

Suits to oust from office Dr. 
Edwin L. Sheahan, superintendent 
of St. Louis County Hospital, and 
County Counselor John E. Mooney, 
on grounds of “wanton and wilful 
neglect of duty,” were filed in Cir- 
cuit Court at Clayton today by 
Prosecuting Attorney C. Arthur An- 
derson. The suit against Dr. Shea- 
han was by agreement, in order to 
“acquaint the public with condi- 
tions during his incumbency.” 

The suits grew out of the po- 


litical turmoil at County Hospital, 
which resulted itast week in the 
resignation of 24 of the 87 members 
of the medical staff. Anderson an- 
nounced last Monday the = suits 
would be filed against Mooney and 
Dr. Sheahan, and also against Pre- 
siding Judge.Thomas H. Thatcher 
and Associate Judge Emil Wohl- 
schlaeger of the County Court. 
Suits against the latter two are in 
preparation, he said today. 


Charges preferred by the Prose- 
cutor against the hospital superin- 
tendent were in six counts, all mak- 
ing allegation. pertaining to im- 
proper administration of the hos- 
pital. 

First Count Against Sheahan. 

The first count charged Dr. Shea- 
han discharged several graduate 
nurses, and replaced them with un- 
Skilled assistants and attendants, 
for the “sole purpose of giving jobs 
to certain politicians.” These at- 
tendants were permitted to attend 
patients, administer drugs and hy- 
podermics, it was alleged. 

The superintendent knowingly 
permitted one attendant to ban- 
dage injured patients and do other 
work, “knowing at the time she 
was afflicted with a social disease,’ 
the second count said. 

Three obstetrical patients were 
attended by the untrained assist- 
ants, resulting in serious cases of 
infection, it was alleged. 


Dr. Sheahan permitted patients 
afflicted with tuberculosis to re- 
main in the hosp#al against the ad- 
vice of members of the medical 
staff, another count alleged. 
“Caused Numerous Resignations.” 


He refused to assist the medical 
staff and to call meetings for 
them,” causing numerous §szilled 
and brilliant medical men to re- 
sign,” the petition charged. 


The final count alleged he had 
discharged many employes for po- 
litical reasons and replaced them 
with persons recommended by 
Mooney, Circuit Clerk Oscar Ja- 
cobsmeyer, Judge Wohlschlaeger 
and others. 

The charges against 
cited five instances of 
neglect of official duties. 

The first count against the County 
Counselor alleged he failed to at- 
tend many sessions of the County 
Court last January, February and

| March and during that time was an 


“active lobbyist for hire” before the 
Legislature. 

Another allegation was that Moo- 
ney, by “connivance, chicanery and 
in fraudulent violation of his duty,” 
and in order to obtain a job for 
his son in Circuit Clerk Oscar H. 
Jacobsmeyer’s office, failed to sue 
Jacobsmeyer and former Circuit 
Judge Jerry Mulloy for “large sums 
of money,” which they had obtained 
from the County Court and to 
which they were not legally en- 
titled. 

Accused of Conspiring. 

Shortly before last Sept. 18, it was 
charged in another count, Mooney 
conspired with former Recorder of 
Deeds Arthur W. Schmid, Jacobs- 
meyer, and Judges Thatcher and 
Wohlschlaeger to reappoint Dr. 
Sheahan as hospital superintend- 
ent, knowing the latter to be in- 
competent. 

The other two counts alleged 
Mooney had neglected his duties in 
failing to examine abstracts and 
mortgages in relation to county 
school loans and that he has failed 
to try various Circuit Court cases 
in which the county was an inter- 
ested party. 

Dr. Sheahan declined to comment 
on the suit against him. Mooney, 
however, answered the allegations 
against him in full and charged the 
action was purely a political move. 
He said, “It all started last spring 
in Jefferson City, when I success- 
fully resisted a $1500 annual salary 
increase for Anderson and _ also 
when [I ruled adversely in County 
Court on Anderson’s attempt to ob- 
tain County Hospital records for 
use in a criminal trial.” 


Mooney denied he was away from 
County Court sessions frequently 
and said most of the time he spent 
in Jefferson City was at the County 
Court’s request, in order to prevent 
passage of bills designed to increase 
salaries of county officials. He was 
successful in defeating passage of 
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bills providing for annual increases 
totaling $25,600, he continued, 
About Employment of Son. 

He characterized as ‘ridiculous” 
the allegation that employment of 
his son by Jacobsmeyer influenced 
his official actions. “It was at 
Jacobsmeyer's personal suggestion 
thatthe job was created and that 
my son was employed,” he said. 
“The Circuit Clerk’s pay increase 
was approved by Circuit Court be- 
fore I took office and as for the 
Mulloy matter, I have been looking 
into it and it is a moot question 
as to whether the county is en- 
titled to recover anything.” 

He said he could have had noth- 
ing to do with the appointment of 
Dr. Sheahan, as only members of 
the County Court have appointive 
power, and can name whom. they 
please. 

He said he had examined school 
loans and securities during his first 
month in office, last January, and 
had called attention of the County 
Court.to the matter. The borrow- 
ers were brought in the following 
month, he said, and the Court has 
been working on the matter. “I 
have simply been waiting for the 
Court's orders,” he added. 

He also denied he had _  ~»been 
neglectful in handling the county's 
cases and said all cases were “in 
good shape.” 

Last Monday, when Anderson an- 
nounced he would file the ouster 
suits, Mooney issued a statement in 
which he said that the County 
Court, in addition to agreeing to 
the Sheahan ouster suit, also had 
decided to take steps to obtain leg- 
islation to take the hospital out of 
politics and to levy a special tax

Climax of Controversy. 


The hospital contreversy came to 
a head following the resignation of 
the staff members, most of whom 
said they were quitting because of 
“too much politics” in operation of 
the hospital. 

Dr. Sheahan was appointed su- 
perintendent last January, was dis- 
missed in June after a grand jury 
reported the hospital was “a men- 
ace to public health,” and was re- 


-instated by the Court in Septem-

‘Lord de Clifford Acquitted of 


Manslaughter in Auto 
Death,

LONDON, Dec. 12. — Scariet- 
robed of England after a 
picturesque trial today acquitted 
Lord de Clifford, 28 years old, of a 
charge of manslaughter arising 
from an automobile accident. 


The verdict was returned by mem- 
bers of the House of Lords after six 
hours of juridical pageant such as 
had not been seen in England in 
the last 34 years. 

The verdict—‘not guilty upon 
mine honor’—was pronounced one 
by one by the assembled peers with 
their right hands over their hearts, 
following the taking of evidence. 

Lord Hailsham, serving as attor- 
ney for the defense, told the peers: 
“There is no evidence of criminal 
negligence or even negligence.” 
Consquently, he argued, there was 
no case against De Clifford. 

The defendant had pleaded not 
guilty at the outset. 

Around him, seated in a horse- 
shoe tier, the solemn tribunal of 
his peers, in crimson robes and 
cocked hats, looked down on him. 
Lord de Clifford, uncovered and 
without robes, listened intently 
while the sergeant-at-arms unrolled 
a parchment scroll and proclaimed: 
“Our sovereign lord, the King, 
strictly commands all persons to 
keep silence on pain of imprison- 
ment!” 

Then the trial began. 

A ceremony dating back to the 
Magna Carta and the reign of King 
John (1199-1216 A, D.), the trial in- 
voked for the first time since 1901 
the age-old prerogative of Britain’s 
peers to transfer felony charges 
against one of their number from 
the criminal courts to the House of 
Lords. The privilege is shared by 
all peers except bishops, who were 
denied it because they refused to 
admit the jurisdiction of a law 
court and thus could not claim any 
rights as peers. 

The trial of Earl Russell, charged 
with bigamously marrying Mollie 
Cooke, an American, at Reno, Nev., 
in 1901, was the last such assem- 
blage of the peers.

Liggett, seen occasionally in the 
company of underworld figures 
whom he might assail in print the 
next day, had for many weeks cam- 
paigned against Gov. Floyd Olson— 
whom he once supported—demand- 
ing his impeachment, listing “10 
reasons” and daring him to sue for 
libel, 

Other columns in his small week- 
‘ly, the Mid-West American, which 
seldom exceeded six pages in size, 
and carried little advertising, were 
devoted to attacks on State, county 
and municipal officials, together 
with “exposes” of alleged under- 
world conditions in which Liggett 
printed the names and addresses 
of gambling houses and disreputable 
resorts. 

Widow te Continue Paper. 


Mrs. Liggett, visited by the writ- 
er, shortly after she had identified 
Isadore Blumenfeld, an underworld 
character known as “Kid Cann,” as 
the man she saw shoot her husband, 
said she was in straitened financial 
circumstances but would endeavor 
to continue issuing the paper. and 
would “at the proper time” pro- 
duce the evidence her husband pro- 
fessed to have accumulated against 
Gov. Olson. 

Blumenfeld, who submitted vol- 
-untarily to investigation, said he 
would waive immunity before a 
grand jury, and presented the en- 
tire staff of a barber shop as alibi 
witnesses. It appears, from his 
‘statement, he was getting all the 


that wouldn’t do.’ I finally agreed to 
meet him in my car. I drove out 
near his house, blew my horn 
three times, as he had directed, and 
he got in the car, asking me _ to 
drive around. 

Schuldberg, who opened his cos- 
metics factory in 1923, asserted that 
Liggett informed him he was about 
to expose him as a bootlegger dur- 
ing the prohibition era and as a 
wholesale dealer now who was “cut- 
ting liquor,” and selling it through 
secretly owned retail stores, in vio- 
lation of the law. 

“He finally said he ngeded money 
to defend himself,” Schuldberg said, 
“and would forget about me for 
| $1500. I told him I would give him 
$500 if he would turn up to the 
| Federal authorities my plant or any 
lother plant cutting liquor. Then I 
asked him to leave my car and he 
did.”’ 

Schuldberg said that last Mon- 
|'day, a few hours before the shoot- 
ing, Liggett telephoned him, said 
he was preparing to run “a new 
scories” about him and asked “what 
are you going to do about it?” The 
liquor dealer asserted he told Lig- 
gett to go ahead and run them. 

Reflected Conditions. 


Liggett’s articles, always vitro- 
lic, reflected wide-open conditions 
in Minneapolis and St. Paul which 
all matters of common knowledge. 
They are unusual in that they do 
not fall under the control of any 
single individual or political faction, 
but of various factions and polit- 
ical figures who are reported to 
“control” separate concessions, 
ranging from slot machines to liq- 
uor stores which wink at closing 
hours, and traffic in women and 
drugs. 

The very diversity of the \:nder- 
world factions and the. eneniies 
Liggett made in each faction adds 
to the difficulty in solving his mur- 
der. Most of the persons ne at- 
tacked, by the very nature of their 
illicit callings, were vulnerable. 
Some of them have endeavored to 
reply by contributiing the rumor 
that he “shook down” certain es- 
tablishments in return for immu- 
nity in his paper when “he called 
names and named places.” 

No specific instance of this prac- 
tice has ever been proved, however, 
Or even published until] the allega- 
tion of Schuldberg. 

Many factors are responsible for 
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the underworlds of the “Twin 
Cities.” One was the avowed pol- 
icy of the late Richard O’Connor, 
Chief of Police at St. Paul before 
the World War, who offered sanc- 
tuary for criminals wanted in oth- 
er cities—provided they behaved 
themselves while here, 

That this policy persists today, 
in practice if not in proclamation, 
is indicated by the frequent apart- 
ment house raids by Federal agents, 
resulting in the discovery of such 
underworld figures as Verne Miller, 
implicated in the Kansas City Un- 
ion Station killings; Alvin Karpis, 
once “Public Enemy No, 1,” and the 
Bremer gang, not to mention John 
Dillinger. 

Situation Not a New One. 

For years St. Paul was a haven 

for criminals from all over the 


country. Inevitably there developed | 


an organized underworld to pan- 
der to their desires. Gambling, 
prostitution and dope peddling 
flourished, affecting Minneapolis, 
which is separated from St. Paul 
only by an imaginary line. 

The proximity of the lake region 
and the isolated forests of Northern 
Minnesota added to the advantages 
of the Twin Cities for criminals who 
might want to make a quick get- 
away and hide out far from the 
city. 

During the prohibition era the 
two cities did a tremendous traffic 
in illicit liquor, not only furnishing 
it to the floating population of har- 
vest hands and other itinerant la- 
bor which is another factor in sup-

Did Not Solicit Damage 
Suits or Engage ‘Run- 
ners’ to Do So. 


Eugene J. Schmick, co-defendant 


‘with Everett Hullverson and Robert 


L. Pribble in the disbarment suit 
instituted by the Bar Committee of 
the Eighth (St. Louis) Judicial Cir- 
cuit, testified today in the hearing 
before John S. Farrington, Special 
Commissioner for the Supreme 
Court, in the Civil Courts Building. 
Today was the seventeenth day of 
the hearing. 

Schmick was the first of the de- 
fendants to testify in his own be- 
half, though Hullverson was exam- 
ined at length by the Bar Commit- 
tee early in the hearing. Schmick's 
testimony, with that previously 
given by 27 defense witnesses, in- 
dicated the line of the defense, to 
the charges of unethical conduct in 
solicitation and handling of damage 
suits. 

Several witnesses for the Bar 
Committee, former clients of, Hull- 
verson, have testified that Schmick 
solicited their cases. Schmick said, 
as to some of these, that he went to 
see them as possible witnesses in 
suits of other clients, and that they 
became plaintiffs in suits of their 
own. In-other cases, he said, he 
called on persons after someone 
else, usually a client, had told him 
that the persons wished to employ 
Hullverson. In a few cases, he de- 
nied having had any dealings with 
the witnesses. 


4 
Supplements Clients’ Denials. 


This supplemented previous de- 
fense testimony, which has been a 
denial, by a number of the Hullver- 
son clients, that their cases were so- 
licited by those who have testified, 
for the Bar Committee, that they 
solicited them. The clients have 
said they were attracted to Hullver- 
gon by the reputation he had 
gained in other cases, or through 
the recommendation of friends, not 
paid “runners.” 

“I never engaged ersons 
named in the (Bar Committée's) in- 
formation to soicit business,” 
Schmick testified, “nor, -to my 
knowledge, did Hullverson engage 
them. Occupational disease cases 
call for thorough investigation, 
questioning of witnesses and taking 
of depositions. Clients who had no 
means of transportation would ask 
to be taken to the city, and others 
who had automobiles would bring 
them in. I couldn’t say whether 
these carriers were paid.” 

Most of. the damage suits involved 
in the present inquiry were based 
on allegations of injury from silico- 
sis, occupational lung disease, caused 
by dust. 


‘Schmick’s Testimony. 


Schmick, questioned by Patrick 
H. Cullen, chief defense counsel, 
testified that he was 40 years old, a 
native of St. Louis, that he worked 
his way through a college course, 
his studies being interrupted , by 
war service, and was a graduate of 
St. Louis University. He told of 
working seven years at settling 
claim8 for insurance companies, 
and gaid be became associated with 
Hullverson in July, 1929. 

Matter of Company Books. 


Schmick’s testimony was 
rupted by the appearance of George 
T. Priest, Police Commissioner and

company’s books and records show- 
ing payments by the company to 
persons who have been witnesses 


investigators who have figured in 
getting testimony against Hullver- 
s0n, The commissioner had de- 
ferred a ruling until today. 
Cullen announced that, since his 
“invitation” to produce records had 
not been satisfactory to the com- 
pany, he would not insist on it. 
Priest and the commissioner asked 
if Cullen meant to withdraw his de- 
mand for a subpena, and Cullen 
replied: “We are not going to ob- 
ject to it being quashed, if, in view 


the request. 

The Commissioner entered an or- 
der quashing the subpena, and 
Priest started to explain the com- 
pany’s position, but was waved out 
by Cullen with, “good-by, good-by.” 

“Did you ever enter into a con- 
spiracy with Hullverson or any- 
one else to practice law unethical- 
ly?” Schmick was asked. He re- 
plied, “absolutely not.” 

As to Pribble, a co-defendant, 
Schmick said that he did general 
office work, but Lad recently given 
time to radio singing. 

He said as to Clara Thomas, 
plaintiff in the damage suit re- 
sulting from a fall on a banana in 
@ grocery store, that he did not 
talk with her about her deposition 
or any other matter connected with 
her case. He denied having teld 
Ferd (Cyclone) Fingers, wrestler, 
what he should say in respect to 
his claim against the St. Joseph 
Lead Co. He denied knowing James 
LaPlant, or having any connection 
with the cases of Harry Godat or 
Robert 8S. Kelly, all of whom men- 
tioned him in their testimony. 

As to Albert Durbin’s case, he 
said he visited Durbin at the re- 
quest of a friend of the latter, who 
had said that Durbin wished to en- 
gage Hullverson. He said that at 
Durbin’s request, he arranged to 
have him X-rayed by a St. Louis 
physician.

He said that in 1932, 
while Hullverson was in California,

made. 

Before cross - examination of 
Schmick, Casper S. Yost Jr., law- 
yer, was called as a defense wit- 
ness. He testified that he handled 
some personal injury cases pre- 
pared by Hullverson and his aséso- 
ciates, and that he tried about 15 
such cases for Hullverson. The 
cases, he said, appeared to have 
been honestly prepared for proper 
trial. 

George Wise, Bar Commiittee 
counsel, brought out in cress-ex- 
amination that preparation of the 
cases had been completed, in most 
cases, before Yost took them. 

Under cross-examination by Wise, 
Schmick did not alter his direct tes- 
timony. Wise placed him on rec- 
ord as stating that he personally 
did not solicit cases for Hullverson, 
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nor did Hullverson solicit any; ‘hat 
neither of them employed any | 
agents or “runners” to solicit cases; 


and that he knew of no such agents 
being employed by the Hullverson | 
law office. The luncheon recess was | 
taken after his testimony. | 


Hullverson’s Ex-Employe Testifies 
Dan Corcoran non-lawyer form- 
erly employed in the Hullverson 
office, testified for the defense this 
afternoon. His testimony was to 
the effect that Hullverson did not 
employ solicitors, but paid some of 
his clients for transportation serv- 
ice in taking other clients or per-|

CITIES SERVICE STOCK 
MANIPULATION CHARGE 


Report to Trade Board Says 
Subsidiary ‘‘Created Active 
Market’ for Shares. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—Stock 
market manipulations by a subsi- 
diary designed to-create an active 
market for Cities Service Co. se- 
curities were charged today in a 
report filed with the Federal Trade 
Commission. 

The charge brought a quick 
denial in a statement by Robert 
Burns, Cities Service counsel, who 
declared the accusation was an 
“old story, first put out by the 
Commission 2% 
years ago, and _ (“referring to 
events which occurred over six 
years ago, and has been refuted 
by the company every time it has 
been stated.” 

The report was made by A. E. 
Lundvall, Trade Commission inves- 
tigator, who asserted that “Cities 
Service Securities Co., a wholly- 
owned subsidiary of Cities Service 
Co., was actively engaged in creat- 
ing and maintaining an active mar-

“The high prices which the com- 
mon stock of Cities Service Co. at- 
tained in 1929 were due entirely to 
the discovery of a major oil pool by 
one of the subsidiaries of Cities 
Service Co., which attracted public 
interest at a time when security 
prices were rapidly rising, both in 
price and volume,” he said. 

Lundvall reported that from 1922 
to 1930 the Cities Service Co. col- 
lected from its subsidiaries $11,611,- 
601 as the amount they would have 
had to pay in Federal income taxes 
if they filed separate returns. 

Lundvall said Henry L. Doherty 
& Co. once owned all of the out- 
standing 1,000,000 shares of 5 per 
cent non-cumulative voting stock 
of the company and acted as its 
fiscal agent. 

“The ownership of this stock by 
that firm,” Lundvall reported, “to- 
gether with its fiscal agency rela-

The proposed prices applied to the 
November figures would give a 
weighted average price of $1.92, 
varying with the disposition of milk 
by various distributers.

Ogrodowski Batted .298. 

Ogrodowski was in spring train- 
ing with the Cardinals in 1934. With 
Columbus last year, he took part in 
129 games, fielded his position well 
and batted .298, including 31 dou- 
bles, seven triples and five home 
runs. He is 22 years old, is five 
feet 11 inches tall and weighs 170 
pounds. He bats right-handed. 

Martin is also a youngster, being 
22. He is six feet tall, weighs 
155 pounds, bats left and throws 
right handed, He plays third base, 
but has also appeared at second, 
and in the outfield. He started the 
1985 season with Columbus but 
after 13 games was optioned to 
Asheville of the Piedmont League, 
where he finished with a batting 
average of .339 in 457 trips to the 
plate. A native of Severn, N. C., 
he attended Gilford College and was 
captain of the college baseball team 
in 1934. 

Orsatti, long a favorite with 
Sportsman's Park fans, has been 
with the Cardinals for the last sev-.

OE’S jaw and chin apparently 

will not be in any great dan- 
ger tomorrow, even if Paulino 
Uzcudun hooks it once or twice 
during their encounter at Mad- 
ison Square Garden. 

Paulino is no _ puncher, to 
amount to anything. Neither is 
he a boxer of any merit to com- 
pare with Joe. His record shows 
that in fighting capable men the 
Basque’s Knockout performance 
has been negligible. His 37 
kayoes in 69 fights lists few op- 
ponents of even third class merit. 
On the other hand, Paulino has 
never been knocked out himself. 

In other words, Uzcudun can't 
hurt good opponents but can’t be 
hurt much himself. He has never 
been on the floor. He has been 
beaten 15 times and twice by 
men who have been knocked out 
by Louis. 

Unless Joe really has a “glass 
jaw”’—and there is no reason as 
yet to believe this — Paulino 
should be just another victim for 
Louis. The 36-year-old Basque 
will be hard-pressed to keep clean 
his record of never having been 
floored,

The first real test of Joe Louis’ 
“button” probably will come when 
he faces Charley Retzlaff a few 
weeks later in Chicago.

ITALIAN COLONY IN ARGENTINA 
IS DIVIDED ON WAR ISSUES 


BUENOS AIRES, Dec. 12.—Italy’s 
invasion of Ethiopia and League of 
Nations sanctions against the in- 
vader have divided Argentina’s big 
Italian colony into two camps. The

Yet anoth- 
er Woodsen was a St. Louis business ex- 
ecutive-—-head of many constructive com- 
mereial and industrial projects, and fore- 
most in all publie enterprises demanding 
energy and vision. Yet anether member 
of this illustrious household was for half 
a century a prominent medical practi- 
tioner of the State, endowing a hospital 
with his own means and making his 
mame a synonym for movements safe- 
guarding the public health. 
' Too often it has seemed necessary to 
place economic interests before issues of 
sentiment. The demands of modern busi- 
ness very frequently appear of larger im- 
pertance than traditions having to do 
with public service and individual integ- 
rity. It is fortunate that no sueh ¢on- 
sideration entered into the propesal to 
de away with the long-familiar name, 
Woodson road. Let this thoroughfare 
continue to serve as a fitting memorial 
of St. Louis County to a departed family 
which nobly served in the upbuilding of 
this great commonwealth in eur unien

Talking to a fish and game conference at Cham- 
paign, Ill.,, the other night, Cartoonist Darling ex- 
plained why he accepted the post of chief of the 
United States Biological Survey and why he quit.

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WEEDING OUT DANGEROUS DRIVERS. 
If there was any doubt about the value of drivers’ 
licenses as a traffic safety measure, it should be dis- 
pelled by the disclosures being made as the tests of 
applicants for city permits continue. Both danger- 
ous disabilities and dangerous ignorance are being 
brought to light. The possibility of grave accidents 
resulting from these disqualifications is being re- 
moved. both by correction of the handicaps and by 
refusal of licenses. 
There is the illiterate driver, for example. A man 
who thinks a school-zone marker is a no-parking 
sign, or who mistakes “Caution, Children” for “‘Load- 
ing Zone,” is a traffie menace until he learns to 
read. So is the driver who cannot pass the relatively 
simple sight test, unless he can get glasses to eorrect 
the disability. Widespread ignorance of traffic reg- 
ulations is also being disclosed. “No wonder we have 
s0 many accidents,” a clerk remarked after seeing a 
series of applicants giving an upraised hand as the 
signal for a left turn, and making similar errors. 
The tests are by no means exacting. They are 
designed to detect only the definitely dangerous driv- 
ers, and so far have disqualified only a small per- 
centage of applicants. It is appalling to reflect that 
such drivers have been on the streets daily, endan- 
gering liyes and property. The restrictions are a 
safeguard to the applicants themselves, as well as 
the public. No rational person wants to risk his own 
safety, and run the chance of injuring others, if he 
has a disability that may bring such results. 
Palpably unsafe drivers may be ruled out, or. in 
many cases, given instructions to remove the disabil-

proposed embargo on all war materials, in addition to munitions, is not a logical 
method, writer says; suggests control system, to keep’exports within normal limits; 
admits difficulties of plan, but thinks it would go far to prevent entanglement. 


It urges that the staffs of the two agencies be placed 
on a “high and equal level of proficiency,” with the 
School Board's employes picked in the same way as 
teachers, and the city’s subject to Efficiency Board 
examinations. A complete “co-operative reorganiza- 
tion” of the two systems would be carried out. 
Adoption of cost-accounting methods which would

further detailed reports on the plan.

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HERE is an underlving value to Secretary 
T texes fumbling disavowal of intent to 
bring unauthorized pressure against oil 
shipments to Italy. It helps to reveal the 
glaring deficiencies of the present misnamed 
neutrality law, and thereby to point the way 
to more thoughtful legislation on the subject. 
As is amply demonstrated by the current 
export statistics on basic munitions, the 
United States is neutral only in name in the 
Italo-Ethiopian War. We are not selling 
Mussolini the arms and ammunition which 
his factories are abundantly equipped te 
produce. But we are furnishing him the raw 
materials out of which he can manufacture 
these implements of war more cheaply than 
they could be purchased here. While the 
terrible arms manufacturers have heen de- 
prived of “blood money,” equally gory funds 
are flowing with facility to rather more 
smug purveyors of munitions. 
Beyond that, we are actively engaged in 
weakening, if not sabotaging, the efforts of 
the League of Nations to force an aggressor 
state to observe its treaty obligations. The 
ability of Italy to turn to an open American 
market obviously hampers and discourages 
the League members in their efforts to force 
a negotiated settlement of the present war. 
If continued, this American policy is likely 
to lead to one of two alternatives. 
On the one hand, sanctions may break 
down altogether, in which case the United 
States will stand defined as a nation which 
very effectively encouraged aggression and 
assisted treaty violations. Or, on the other 
hand, a League blockade may be attempted 
ta stop the flow of American munitions, in 
which case Italy is likely to strike out in 
desperation and we shall have helped greatly 
to bring about another world: war. 
This is the unhappy dilemma into which 
the administration is forced by the present 
neutrality legislation. And it cannot be said

UBLIC spending puts money into eireula- 

tion and so increases business activity— 
for a time. The money passes fram the 
recipients and through the hands of retailers, 
wholesalers, jobbers, manufacturers’ and 
others. Ultimately, all of it comes to rest in 
the banks. Normally, it would pass out 
again in one form or another about as fast 
as it pours in, but at present that is not 
happening. 

The turnover of bank deposits has, in fact, 
been slowing down despite publie spending 
and a consequent increase in business 
activity. In the words of Charles R. Gay, 
president of the New York Stock Exchange, 
who discussed this question in a speech in 
Seattle recently, bank deposits “have risen 
to enormous totals because the Government 
has spent enormous amounts. But the so- 
called velocity of bank deposits—that is, the 
rate at which they change hands through 
the drawing of checks in 141 cities, ineluding 
New York —has fallen from an annual aver- 
age index figure of 164 in 1929 to 68 for 1934 
and 59 for the first six months of 1935.”

The proposal 
is to extend mandatory neutrality provisions 
so that the President would have to embargo 
not merely guns but presumably shipments 
of all basic munitions—cotton, coal, oil, 
trucks, shoes, clothing, food, ete.—destined 
to all belligerents in any future war. 

Such sweeping provisions might, of course, 
go far to wreck our national economy. And 
still they would not achieve neutrality. In 
the present war, for instance, to send 
increased shipments of oil to Italy is to aid 
in the conquest of Ethiopia. But to withhold 
all oil from Italy is te aid Ethiopia by shat- 
tering Italy’s domestie economy. 

It follows that the only rational neutrality 
policy—in fact, the only one at all worthy of 
that name—is one which provides a control 
system enabling the administration to cheek 
abnormal shipments of basic munitions to a 
belligerent. This would be no easy matter. 
It would involve the establishment of export 
quotas to belligerents and might even require 
a licensing system similar to that already 
applied to the arms manufacturers. 

But if neutrality is the objective, it is along 
this line alone that progress can be made. 
For neutrality will be gained neither by pre- 
tending that the only “merchants of death” 
in modern war are those who distribute 
bombs, nor by any impossible attempt to 
cut the United States off from the world in 
the event of another general war. 

As Secretary Hull has several t{mes pointed 
out, a rational neutrality policy is one which 
seeks to shorten war and thereby improve 
the chances of keeping the United States 
unentangled. That implies aetiye co-opera- 
tion with other non-belligerents who are also 
seeking the same end by pacific means. If 
we have not the sense to see that such eo- 
operation assists the cause of neutrality, at

whieh two are of major importance. First, 
the average hard-headed husiness man is 
not yet eonfident enough of the future to 
abandon his present hand-te-mouth financ- 
ing.

Only inmates with good-behavior 
records are employed, and long- 
term prisoners get the preference. 
The work week is limited to a max- 
imum of 40 hours. During the 
NRA, code hours and regulations 
were followed. 

Pay is on a low-price work basis, 
with most of the salary sent month- 
ly to the families or dependants of 
the workers. 

Most of the big prisons specialize 

in one type of product. Atlanta, for 
example, has a large textile mill 
that makes canvas for mail bags, 
cotton duck for uniforms, sheeting 
and mattresses. Last year the 
plant’s sales in these commodities 
amounted to $652,000. 
' Leavenworth’s chief industry is 
shoes, of which it turned out a to- 
tal of 300,000 pairs in 1934. Sale to 
the Indian Bureau, Army and 
Navy and other prisons grossed 
$600,000. 

The reformatory at Chillicothe, 
O., was originally planned to make 
cast-iron mail boxes. However, the 
Postoffice Department objected to 
depriving a private concern of this 
business and the project was aban- 
doned. 

Alcatraz, where Al Capone and 
other big-shot gangsters are _ in- 
carcerated, concentrates on laun- 
dry work, doing the washing for 
naval and other Government ships 
coming into San Francisco harbor. 
Last year this business netted $29,- 
000. 

Federal Prison Industries, Inc., is 
managed by the Bureau of Prisons, 
an agency of the Department of 
Justice. The goods it sells are only 
a small fraction of the $200,000,000 
worth of similar supplies the Gov- 
ernment buys annually from pri- 
vate industry.

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CUMMINGS URGES 
COURT 10 DELAY 
SUITS BY UTILITIES 


Common Knowledge That 


Holding Companies Con- 
certed Their Attack on 
Law. He Says in Plea. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—Attor- 
ney General Cummings today asked 
a Federal Court to delay “for prac- 
tical and legal reasons” action on 


utility law by seven holding com- 
panies. He appeared before the 
District of Columbia Supreme Court 
as “Chief Law Officer of the Gov- 
ernment.” It was Cummings’ first 
appearance as Attorney General be- 
fore any tribunal but the Supreme 
Court, 
Citing the suit already brought 
by the Government against the Elec- 
tric Bond & Share Co. in New York, 
the Attorney General argued that 
further litigation is unnecessary at 
this time because: 
“Steps taken by the Attorney 
General, the Postmaster General, 
and the Securities and Exchange 
Commission have made it perfectly 
clear that, pending a Supreme 
Court adjudication upon the act, 
not one of these companies stands 
in any reasonable fear of any 
threatened action of any Govern- 
ment official.” 

Holding Company Tactics. 

“Nothing more in the way of fair- 
ness could be ask 1 of the Govern- 
ment by the industry,” Cummings 
told Justice Jennings Bailey. 

“In comparison with this attitude 
of fairness on the part of the Gov- 
ernment, consider the tactics of the 
holding companies. 

“Last summer their representa- 
tives assured the Congress that they 
favored reasonable Federal regula- 
tion. Now they are coming into 
this court of equity before they 
ihave even registered, to ask the 
court to declare the act unconsti- 
tutional in its entirety and to en- 
join the enforcement of all of its 
many regulatory provisions. ... 


“The holding companies are com- 
ing into court in a way calculated 
to make it virtually impossible for 
the Department of Justice and the 
Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion to give this act the kind of 
deliberate and *thoroughgoing test 
which the public interest demands 
for such an important declaration 
of the Congress. It is a matter of 
common knowledge that the hold- 
ing companies concerted with one 
another in their attack on this 
aa 

“This kind of an attack is plain- 
ly far beyond the need of the hold- 
ing company business to protect it- 
self, even assuming the truth of all 
the exaggerated allegations’ set 
forth in these complaints.” 

Near Cummings as he talked 
were Thomas Corcoran and Benja- 
min Cohen, attorneys who were in- 
strumental in drafting the utility 
bill with its controverted dissolu- 
tion clause for some holding com- 
panies. 

No Objection to Writ. 

The Attorney-General said that 
if his request for a “stay” in the 
injunction proceedings is granted, 
“the Government has no objection 
to the issuance of a temporary in- 
junction or to a reservation by the 
court of the full right to withdraw 
the staf if the Government does 
not prosecute the Electric Bond & 
Share case vigorously and prompt- 
ly.” 

“The Government has always con- 
ceived that it has a duty to the 
public, the Congress, and the hold- 
ing companies to test the act 
promptly,” Cummings said. 

“To insure preservation of the 
rights of companies subject to the 
act, the Government has taken ac- 
tion in three directions.” 

The Attorney-General then cited 
the Security Commission‘s rule that 
registering companies may reserve 
any legal or constitutional right, 
the Government’s order that no 
criminal suits should be filed 
against holding companies, and the 
Postmaster-General’s ruling that no 
company should be barred from us- 
ing the mailg under the act. 

He argued the Electric Bond & 
Share suit is “adequate” to test 
“the basic fundamentals of the 
act,” and “a concentration of the 
effort of the Covernment-on one 
suit at a time is demanded for rea- 
sons of both economy and thor- 
oughness.,”’ 

John C. Higgins, attorney for the 
North American Co. and the other 
six petitioning concerns, contended 
the Electric Bonds & Share case 
‘did not test all aspects of the law.

average daily wage of $1.85 was not 
markedly lower than the average 
daily earnings for other non-relief 
workers in the same occupations.” 

Most of the workers in the house- 
holds studied would be classed as 
unskilled, according to the study, 
and 90 per cent were Negroes. The 
average size of the families studied, 
7 per cent larger than the general 
urban relief average, was also an 
important factor in compelling 
them to ask for relief. 

Perhaps the most striking fact 
disclosed was that the average 
weekly income from earnings for 
the 477 families in the “sample” was 
$3.02. For households containing 
only one wage earner the weekly 
average, computed on a basis of 11 

onths or 47.7 work weeks, was 
$2.35, and for households with two 
or more workers the average was 
$4.97. 

Even those families who were not 
receiving relief at the same time 
they were earning wages had a very 
precarious hold on economic secur- 
ity. Wages stop with the seasonal 
fluctuation of the industry, and 
they go on the relief rolls almost 
immediately, it was shown. 

“In any case,” the report con- 
cludes, “when the low. wages and 
seasonal character of much of this 
work are considered in conjunction 
with the tenuous relation of many 
of these workers to the industry, 
the uncertainty of their adequate 
future employment is apparent. 
For workers in leaf houses, who 
eannot normally count on more 
than five or six mbnths employ- 
ment a year, supplemental 
would seem to be imperative. 

“For others, who have not hither- 
to become definitely attached to the 
industry, some form of _ supple- 
mentary employment will be neces- 
sary, inasmuch as they seem. to 
represent a local labor surplus 
which will not become permanent- 
ly attached to the tobacco indus- 
try. To determine whether a con- 
sideralic number in this group of 
621 workers are inefficient work- 
ers, a more detailed study would 
be necessary. In the meantime, it 
seems likely that, without some 
form of rehabilitation, many of 
them probably will be long-term re- 
lief clients.” 

Federal aid to the states for re- 
lief ended Dec. 1. 
the workerg described in this re- 
port, insofar as relief or rehabilita- 
tion are concerned, is now up to 
the states.

BALTIMORE, Dec. 12. — The 
‘army’s air strength will be _ in- 
creased by the addition of 103 
bombers from the Glenn L. Martin 
plant within the next nine months. 
Four of the speedy, powerful craft 
have been flown to Langley Field, 
Va. Delivery will continue at three 
a week until the contract is filled 
in August. The cost will be ap- 

proximately $5,000,000.

PLANTING OF 1280 TREES 
ON SUPERHIGHWAY BEGINS 


Varieties Being Set Out in Forest 
Park Include Pines, Cedars, Syca- 
mores, Elms, Oaks, Poplars. 

Transplanting of 1280 trees and 


4000 shrubs from a State-owned 


nursery in St. Louis County to the 
new super-highway in Forest Park 
began today. Six hundred and 
fifty of the trees are evergreens, 
most of which are pines, and the 
rest junipers and cedars. 

The evergreens are 15 to 20 years 
old and the 630 dormant trees aré 
five to 10 years old.

STATE OFFICIALS 
CONFER With! WPA 
ON PENSION FUND 


W. E. Jameson and A. M. 
Thompson Trying to Get 
$20,000 to Administer 


System in Missouri. 


INO OBJECTION 


MADE BY M’CARL 


Hopkins Said to Have Au- 
thority to Change Rule 
Forbidding Use of Money 
for Social Security.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—In an 
effort to obtain $20,000 of WPA 
funds to pay for an investigation of 
Missouri's applicants for old age 
‘pensions, W. Ed Jameson, head of 
the State Eleemosynary Board, and 
State Commissioner Allen M. 
Thompson, in charge of administer- 
ing the old age pension system, con- 
ferred today with WPA officials. 
With $20,000, Thompson said, it 
would be possible to take 150 white 
collar workers from the relief rolls, 
train them, and put them to work 
until July 1, by which time all WPA 
money must be spent. This amount 
also would pay for 150 office work- 
ers who would assemble the records 
of the aged. 
As was told in the Post-Dispatch 
recently, Missouri Congressmen are 
making a strenuous effort to per- 
suade Harry L. Hopkins, WPA Ad- 
ministrator, to change a ruling 
which now forbids the use of WPA 
money to assist any Social Security 
program. Representative Clarence 
Cannon of Elsberry, Mo., and Rep- 
resentative John J. Cochran of St. 
Louis attended today’s conference 
with WPA officials. 

No Objection by McCarli. 
Both Hopkins and his assistant, 
Corrington Gill, are out of the city 
but the Missourians presented their 
case to others in the WPA organ- 
ization. At first they had been in- 
formed, Jameson explained, that a 
ruling by Comptroller-General Mc- 
Carl prevented WPA funds going 
for a project to aid a State in set- 
ting up its old age pension and un- 
employment insurance systems. 
They now have learned, Jameson 
said, that McCarl never made such 
a ruling and that Hopkins has the 
authority to approve the project 
if he sees fit to alter WPA’s own 
administrative order. 

Although Jameson and Thompson 
declined to say when old age pen- 
sions would begin in Missouri, they 
both emphasized the seriousness of 
the situation. There will be ap- 
proximately 100,000 applications for 
pensions on file by Jan. 1. 
These applicants must all be in- 
vestigated and passed upon by the 
State in order to comply with ad- 
ministrative requirements which 
the Secial Security Board in Wash- 
ington is expected to set up. Thomp- 
son said today that applications 
were being passed upon at the rate 
of “about a thousand a week” by 
his staff of 20. 
They will attend a conference 
called by the Social Security Board 
for Saturday and Sunday, Jameson 
said. Accompanying them is Miss 
W. W. Henderson, in charge of the 
mothers’ aid phase of the security 
program in Missouri. 

Pensions to Be Small. 
‘ The old age pensions in Missouri 
will of necessity be small, the Mis- 
sourians were agreed. Jameson 
said it was only recently that he 
had realized that all the revenue 
from the State’s 1 per cent sales 
tax, exclusive of one-third to the 
schools, was not earmarked for old 
age pensions. There is available for 
the first 15 months, from Oct. 1, 
1935, to Jan. 1, 1937, a specific ap- 
propriation of $2,500,000, James said. 
Thompson said, however, that he 
did not think a special session of 
the Legislature would be called to 
appropriate additional money for 
the pension system. He said that 
with Jameson he had made a tour 
of every county in the State, with 
two exceptions, and they had found 
“unanimous sentiment” in favor of 
raising the State sales tax from 
1 per cent to 2 per cent on the con- 
dition that all the revenue from the 
additional 1 per cent, with the ex- 
ception of a certain proportion for 
the schools, go to old age pensions. 
“Missouri seems to be further 
along with administrative plans for 
its old age pension system than 
any other state,” Thompson said. 
Jameson said that he and Thomp- 
son would confer next Wednesday 
with members of the St. Louis Old 
Age Assistance Board in St. Louis 
in an effort to straighten out “dif- 
ferences” between State officials 
and members of the St. Louis 
Board. The latter have insisted 
that trained investigators are nec- 
essary to pass upon applicants for 
pensions. They have charged the 
State administration with playing 
politics in choosing untrained per- 
sons for this work. 
“I think we can straighten out 
that little difference easily enough

HE sun sets in St. Louis 
T around 4:30 o’clock these days 

and after that there begins a 
night life with which most St. 
Louisans come into contact at some 
time or another. It is not always 
gay, not by a long shot, and it is 
not always spectacular. Whether it’s 
gay and whether it’s fun, depends 
more on the particular persons who 
are taking part in it than on the 
places they go. 

It is a life made up of movies 
and theaters, of restaurants, dining 
rooms, cafes, and saloons; of large, 
smooth dance floors and dingy 
night clubs; of Sixth street joints 
and the pseudo-Bohemian places 
along the river; of jazz orchestras, 
radios, and mechanical pianos; of 
bright neon lights and -shop win- 
dows, of long deserted streets, of 
brothels, beggars and _ speeding 
autos; of white ties and evening 
gowns; of hockey games, bike races, 
concerts, wrestling and boxing 
matches and other sports. 

It is a life lived by men and 
women who, at the particular mo- 
ment, are dancing or drinking; be- 
ing entertained or bored; loving or 
hating; talking brilliantly or dully. 
It may touch them once a year or 
virtually every night, depending, 
usually, on how much money they 
can or want to spend on it, or what 
their tastes are, or what their 
friends like to do. 

It may begin with a cocktail at 
the corner bar after work or with 
champagne at an 8 o'clock dinner. 
It may be casual or well planned 


but likely as not it progresses to 
unexpected results when first one 
person and then another keeps say- 
ing, “Oh, just one more drink.” And 
it may end anywhere, or never end. 

Walk around downtown after 5 
o'clock some evening and watch it 
start. Many are going home, very 
many, because after all most per- 
sons eat their meals at home, and 
the streets are choked with cars 
and busses going west and south 
and north. But here is a restaur- 
ant: nothing pretentious, a rough 
stone front squeezed in between 
two red brick office buildings. In- 
side, in front, a bar with rows and 
rows of bottles; in back, the ta- 
bles with the red-checked table 
cloths. More a man’s place, rough 
and sturdy, with a bill of fare of 
not-out-of-the ordinary, well cooked 
food. 

A couple of men with their hats 
ahd coats on are sitting at the bar: 
a sports promoter, a Police Court 
lawyer, a broker. They have mar- 
tinis, whisky with beer chasers, 
scotch. After a while the broker's 
wife, who knows he comes here 
every night between 5 and 6, calls 
up and tells him to stop by the 


drug store on the way home and 
bring her some cough medicine. 

A man in a polo coat comes in 
and asks if Sue, the red-haired 
waitress, is here. No, it’s Sue’s 
night off, the peroxide blonde says, 
and the man in the pole coat walks 
out. He seems relieved. A politi- 
cian’s wife and her daughter come 
in. They are well-known here and 
are greeted cordially. They have 
two New Orleans gin fizzes, which 
the bartender can’t see why any- 
one drinks at all, and then a full 
meal with wiener schnitzel. The 
broker leaves to get the cough 
medicine, the sports promoter 
thinks he might go up later on 
and see some match.

OWN the street, on a good 
[) commercial corner, there's a 

cut-rate liquor store, with a 
pseudo-modern bar and fake chro- 
mium fixtures, and a “cocktail 
hour” every night between 5 and 6 
when a certain cocktail costs only 
10 cents. This is the place where 
sometimes, when the waiter tells 
the bartender he wants three mar- 
tinis and three manhattans, the 
bartender puts a little gin and a 
lot of vermouth in all the drinks, 
puts olives in three and cherries 
in three, stirs them up, and the 
waiter carries them away, and nine 
times out of 10 the customers don't 
know the difference anyway. 

They do a good business here, 
especially in blended whiskies. 
There are three middle-aged men, 
with their wives, and two children 
who belong to one of the men at 
the large table in one corner. The 
wives want to go home, but the 
men want another drink because 
a girl, not very young and not very 
pretty, has in some unexplained 
manner sat down at the table with 
them. 
| Of course, they buy her a drink 
|and she starts quoting some poetry 
'to them, especially Edna St. Vin- 
cent Millay, and especially the one 
with the lines: 

My candle burns at both ends, 

It will not last the night; 

But ah, my foes, and oh, my 
friends— 

It gives a lovely light. 


The girl, who really wasn’t very 
pretty and made no play for any 
of the men, was using a few lines 
of well-remombered poetry to cadge 
drinks. 

By now some of the people who 
are going to stay downtown for din- 
ner are thinking about where they 
are going to eat. In the elegant 
barroom of a large hotel two el- 
derly men are debating this ques- 
tion, with the aid of some 17-year- 
old bourbon, and they are very 
critical of every place they can 
think of. There aren’t any good, 
that is, really good, places to eat 
any more, they say to each other, 
and then they launch into a long, 
nostalgic conversation about the 
restaurants and bars that flour- 
ished in the early 1900's. 

The levee is deserted. The ex- 
cursion boats, always a part of the 
summer night life, are gone. Even 
the old men in the torn and shab-

venter, and bright on Sixth street. 
For on Sixth street is the Bowery 
of St. Louis. Here are the shooting 
galleries and the burlesque shows; 
here the saloons where men come in 
and order a highball and automat- 
ically get cheap whisky, sweet soda 
and a slice of lemon; here forlorn 
men stand all night in the doorways 
of cheap hotels. And while a lull 
falls over most downtown streets 
during the middle of the evening, at 
the hour when dinner is over, when 
theaters and movies are in the mid- 
dle of their shows, and when dan- 
cing is not yet in full swing, there 
is never a lull in Sixth street. It 
may be more populous at some 
times than at others, but there are 
always people here in the three 
blocks between Market and Olive. 
And the people run all the way 
from the bums and panhandlers 
who have come up from the river 
to the boy in tails and the girl in 
the mink coat who are running 
from one place to another “slum- 
ming.” 
The boy and the girl have been

to the burlesque show where the 
boy, who was just a little tight, fell 
right in with the crowd and whis- 
tled and stomped every time he had 
a chance, and smoked innumerable 
cigarettes; but the girl fell asleep 
because she thought the jokes were 
very pointless, which they were, and 
she couldn’t see any reason to 
watch girls who weren't quite as 
pretty as herself undress.

show. It happens to be a specific 
night club, but it could be any one 
of those scattered over town. There 
are countless of them, all the same 
By midnight, because of the cig- 
arette smoke and the dim lights, its 
hard to recognize anyone at the 
table across from you. The orches- 
tras are always small and almost 
always bad. But,-after all, most of 
the people don’t want to dance, any- 
way; they just want to stand close 
together on the dance floor. These 
places usually have few decorations. 
Whatever the walls were originally, 
they have been painted over With a 
dark color, quite likely a dark red. 


Strange night clubs have sprung up all over town, 


Perhaps some heavy drapes have 
been added and there may be some 
crepe paper streamers still around 
from the last party, for any “eve” is 
an excuse for these places to have 
a ‘special gala night:” Thanksgiv- 
ing eve, Washington's Birthday eve, 
Armistice day eve, and, perhaps, St. 
Swithin’s eve. They always have a 
master of ceremonies who makes, 
oh, such clever remarks, and if they 
don't have a floor show some of the 
waitresses will take care of the 
singing. 

If they have a floor show, it will 
probably start off with a dance 
routine by the “Six High Steppers,” 
or the “Four Hot Chocolates,” or 
the “Most Beautiful Girls in the 
World.” Followed by the soprano 
with those ro-o-o-lling eyes and the 
five-dollar evening gown, who sings, 
“Don't Wake Me Up, Let Me 
Dream,” first very slowly, dreamily, 
and then hot and loud, while she 
sports herself around the dance 
floor. And then there must be art, 
there must be beauty and refine- 
ment, so Ramon and Conchita, who 
have just finished a record run at 
the so-and-so restaurant in New 
York, come out and do a waltz. It 
is always a waltz, a waltz with a 
capital W, a waltz done deliberately 
and slowly, with few glides and 
plenty of long, sweeping dips.

A a tap dance by a shy little girl 

booked as “the Eleanor Powell 
of tomorrow,” or there may be a 
tenor who sings “You're Lovely to 
Look at” right at the pretty busi- 
ness girl at the end table. It all 
depends on whether it happens to 
be an “elaborate and sparkling” 
floor show, or just a floor show put 
on by the management to show that 
their's isn't just a dinky tavern but 
a real night club. But the floor 
show must always end on a peppy 
note and likely as not that note will 
be struck by the girl with the good- 
natured face and the husky voice 
who sings the double-meaning 
songs. 

She sings them blandly. Some- 
times she sings alone and some- 
times the master of ceremonies in- 
terpolates some lines to give the 
proper boy and girl element which 
is always necessary in these songs. 
And the crowd is embarrassed or 
amused, each person to his own in- 
clination,

They can be heard in a little 
more comfort, to the accompani- 
ment of a little better music, and 
at a slightly higher cost, in the 
supper-dancing rooms of some 
hotels. After all, the difference be- 
tween the hotel dining rooms and 
the small night clubs is only a 
matter of degree. The pattern and 
the ingredients of entertainment are 
the same: dance to hot jazz, to 
blues, to sentimental popular songs; 
drink while the orchestra is rest- 
ing; watch the floor show at dinner 
or supper. 

There is, in St. Louis night life, 
nothing sharply individual. There 
are no restaurants which, because 
of their food, stand out far above 
the rest. There is no typically St. 
Louis dish that visitors must eat 
while they are here, no one certain 
place where they must go to eat 
or drink or dance 

The night life of the city runs 
largely to certain sections. There 
are the _ riverfront night clubs, 
largely summer §institutions: the 
Sixth street melange: the movies 
along Washington; the night clubs 
around Eighteenth and Park: the 
movies and restaurants at Grand 
and Washington: the night clubs 
for Negroes along Lawton and the 
Negro night clubs for white per- 
sons on Vandeventer; the bars out 
west on Delmar, and the strings 
of taverns along the principal 
streets which do largely a neigh- 
borhood business and where the 
closing hour is ushered in, depend- 
ing on the section of the city, with 
“Mother Machree,” or the “Schnitzel- 
bank,” or the Polish national an- 
them, or just any old song that 
comes to mind. There are road- 
houses with summer groves in the 
county and over on the East Side 
there are a few gambling joints 
that open and close as the trade 
demands.

T. LOUIS has 1358 piaces 
S licensed to sell hard liquor by 

the drink and 203 licensed to sell 
it by the package. There are 21 
taverns licensed to sell 5 per cent 
beer and about 2000 so-called 3.2 
beer taverns, as yet unlicensed. 
There are probably about 500 pitch 
joints, beer flats, and other places 
that sell liquor without a license, 
making, all in all, about 4200 spots 
where alcohol (there's no telling 
what in some cases may be mixed 
with the alcohol) can be bought 
There are 3878 dining rooms, res- 
taurants, cafes and lunch counters 
licensed to sell meals, 217 places 
where public dancing can be in- 
dulged in: 122 theaters, movies and 
exhibition halls, and 162 billiard 
and pool halls. 

The evening wears on. Theaters

and movies dark. downtown 
streets, never thickly populated at 
night, become almost deserted. Af- 
ter midnight the bridge, poker, pi- 
nochle and casino games in homes 
begin to break up. The scrubwom- 
en leave the office buildings. Some 
stop-lights go off and automobiles 
are driven faster. In a smal! hotel 
in the county a few people are 
watching a cock fight. 

In a Sixth street tavern, where 
the floor has sawdust on it and the 
walls are covered with pictures of 
buxom women, a an looks over 
the list of cocktails—Pink Lady, 
Knockout, Pep Her Up, Between 
the Sheets, Old Man—laughs, and 
decides to have some beer. Next to 
him a boy who thought he'd see 
the town tonight asks for an as- 
pirin and, as the bartender rips the 
package off the cardboard stand, 
he realizes that the three things 
he has seen in every bar are as- 
pirin, bromo-seltzer and that pic- 
ture of President Roosevelt that 
shows him sitting in the wicker 
chair on the lawn at Hvde Park, 
smiling very broadly. 

In an old and roomy Washington 
avenue house that used to be a fu- 
neral parlor but now is run as a 
public club, so that drinks can be 
sold all night, a bunch of middle- 
aged men have become very mellow 
and they ask the girl who walks 
around with the mandolin to play 
“Hail to the Orange,” and then the 
Notre Dame song, and then the 
Nebraska song, although none of 
them ever went to college. Then 
a bunch of young. people come in 
and make a bee-line for the bar. 
They are very loud and they have 
never “known the smoky taste of 
scotch, or the mellowness of bour- 
bon, or the way brandy sticks ir. 
the throat, but tonight they have 
gotten very tight on gin. And now 
they are at the stage where thev 
want to sample everything at the 
bar and, of course—this always 
happens-—-they begin with the Flora 
Alpina, because it’s in such a love- 
ly bottle and has that little twig 
floating around, and then they go 
through kuemmel and curacao and 
all the sweet liqueurs and perhaps 
a little wine. Then end up, as they 
always do, with absinthe, because 
they think it is the wickedest 
drink they can have. And all the 
while the bartender first smil- 
ing, then frowning, because, after 
all, it isn’t any of his business, but 
he knows that a few people are 
going to be very sick.
